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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argued that the art on record fails to 
teach reciprocal authentication including receiving a key category, a random number and a device ID from another processing apparatus 
for generating a common key as recited in the claim. Examiner disagrees. As discussed in the final office action, Patel (US 6,591,364) 
teaches.a reciprocal authentication (i.e., mutual authentication) with another processing apparatus to execute pre-set processing, 
comprising: receiving means for receiving a key category, a random number, and a device ID from said another information processing 
apparatus (i.e., random number, type data and id transmitted from the mobile device to the VLR) [column 3, line 65 - column 4, line 10 
and figures 2-4] . 
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
